The marginal cost-would bo on the con- 
trary increased with the output, so that 
nil tendency from this source to lower 
tho gold price of silver would tie nega- 
tived. The very prolific silver mines 
now are very few. 


"o. Quite the reverse. After a pos- 


sible first fhock -our credit woald im- 
prove after free coinage. It is our pres- 
ent course which must speedily lower 
our credit. 
How long conld a. mnn or a 


firm continue to have credit who bor- 
rowed each year to pay a large poitiou 
of his running expenses? Yet on a gold 
basis this eotr?e is inevitable, find that 
is at this moment the reason why for- 
eign lenders ore shy of our securities. 
There muBt be n change if we would 
avoid bankruptcy. 
With free coinage 


every industry would look up, and even 
if wo lostonr hold our prosperity would 
invito in English capital, just as Ja- 
pan's prosperity now causes it to rush 
there. Xever since slavery days has tlie 
press in the parts of tlie country familiar 
to me displayed such disregard for truth 
and such stubborn obtuseness to tlie 
most obvious considerations as it docs 
at present'ou the silver question. This 
means that the money power seated in 
London, but with icprescntativca in 
New York, Philadelphia and Chicago, 
is determined (o continue the apprecia- 
tion of gold and is determined therefore 
that the facts shall not be known. Ilia 
bankeis and tho piess are almost entire- 
ly under its influence. I think the mon- 
ey question at the present time tho 
greatest question cf civilization. Yours

It is alleged, is for the purpose of hcal- 
iug differences and preventing a breach 
between the followers of Aldridge and 
Fish, but if that Is the aim It would be 
Inirdly successful, for already there is 
friction over who shall be Mr. Platt'a 
running mate. Mark Hanna, It Is said, 
has spoken very favorably of tho nom- 
ination of Mr. Platt. With Mr. Platt out 
of the race, there is little doubt but that 
the ticket will be Aldrldge and Wood- 
ruff.

Mr. Thomas Hamilton Murray—who 


has some reputation as au historical writer 
—and myself \vern discussing recently the 
lack of some body whose purpose should 
ba the Investigation, discussion and publi- 
cation of the work done in aiding the 
foundation and settlement of the r.olonles 
and the subsequent establishment of the 
republic by the Irish TUCC, and It was 
proposed that in a modest way a society 
should bo organized to do thiH work In 
New England. The field is wide aud fer- 
tile, and It is believed, that the successful 
foundation of such an organization, would 
lend to the birth of kindred, bodies in 
other sections. 


The people of the Irish race hare been 


coming to this country ever since the 
early days of the 17th century, and have 
contributed an honorable share to ita up- 
building. 
Their motive in coming here 


was the one that animated und inspired 
all emigration—discontent wich the exist- 
ing 
home 
conditions, civil, religious, 


political, Industrial, and the hope of 
living under better and nobler conditions 
here. 


The American of English stock has his 


historical society; tho descendants of the 
Dutch,Huguenot, and Spaniard have asso- 
ciations which specialize the historical 
work of iho bodies which they represent, 
and we feel tbat the story of our own race 
should be told before tbe in&ss o£ legend 
und fiction now flooding tho country under 
such names as "Scotch-Irish," etc., has 
completely submerged historic truth. Such 
a society should be calk'd American-Irish 
rather than Irish-American, for obvious 
reasoos; it should know no religious or 
political divisions, for the raco comes firat, 
its qualifying 
Incidents afterwards. 
It 


matters little wnero the people camo from, 
north, south, cast or west in Ireland, ic is 
of minor importance in what church they 
worshipped; we wish merely to concern 
ourselves with the work done by them 
here; to record the story of their settle- 
ment, to state the extent of their partici- 
pation in the civil, military and political 
activities of the land; and to try .truth- 
fully and fearlessly to reach some measure 
of this achievement. 
. Such a society, we believe, must be 
made up of men here in New England, 
who Lave the patience to search, the 
knowlege and wisdom to sift and discrim- 
inate and the ability to place tho Mac re- 
aulLs In acceptable literary form. 
Lastly 


tho character of the membership must he 
such that iz will command the r.cspect aud 
attention of the community so that its 
work will be acctypbed as having a definite 
historical value which can be used In a 
general work treating of tho upbuilding of 
the republic by hlHtorians of a future date. 
This In briof is the project; U is ambi- 
tious, but it ia wov:thy; it Is abaolutuly 
necessary if the good came nudselJ rasped 
of tho members of a great race may ba 
preserved. 


A friend of mine told me but.recnntly 


that in the Portsmouth, N. It. graveyard 
he read the tombstone "of one Capt. John 
Smith, an Iriflhmau, the stone having 
bean raised by the Irisu Charitable society 
of that town in the year 172(3—I beliovu. 
The exibtanoe of an Irish Charitable so- 
ciety in Portsmouth nt that time neces- 
sarily snpposes tho presence oE au IrJah 
population there, and an inquiry into 
ihem, their antecedents, standing and 
businoss cannot be without value. 
Mr. 


Murray has shown the debt due to Ireland 
by Brown University of Rhode Island. 
Col. 
Lin eh a a has in ado a specialty of 


work in Xew Hampshire and hns shown 
the quality and quantity of Irish blood 
contributed to that state's upbuilding. 
Massachusetts is a fertile field of research 
and other parts of New England will 
prove historically fruitful. 


Our purpose therefore ought to receive 


the sympathy and encouragement of every 
man of our race and undoubtedly will. 
Those who possess Informatiou or docu- 
mcuts of historical value should do some- 
thing; for in telliDfi the good work done 
ty our race heiu, we are only contributing1 
to tho common glory of that new compos- 
ite race—the American—which is bolng 
evolved from a mixture of all. 


Our purpose la not to write a history of 


the Irish race in America; we design to 
make historical bricks that tbe futu.ru his- 
torical architect can use in his structure.

THE CKTJISEn BROOKLYU. 


Yesterday's conditions of wind and sea 


were absolutely perfect for the trial. 
There was only a. slight breeze blowing, 
and the water was smooth. On the trip 
up the course, with tide against the ship, 
the distance of 41M: knots was accom- 
plished at the rate of 20.66 knots an hour, 
exactly the speed oE the cruiser New 
York, on her preliminary trial over the 
same course, four years ago. Without 
Blacking Bpecd, the Brooklyn made a 
wide turn and started back on the sec- 
ond leer of the .race. On this trip the 
engineers were able to get more speed 
our of her. the average being 21.2S knots 
an hour.- This brought the mean aver- 
age for the round trip up to 20.97 knots 
an hour, or a trifle less than 21 knots an 
hour. 


The course is divided Into six stretches, 


averaging nearly seven knots each In 
length. Can buoys are used 1'or markers, 
and between.two of these at the upp(?r 
end ot the course, on the down trip, the 
ship .was speeded up to an average of 22 
'knots forii distance of seven knots. 
For 


about -two miles the the average was 
22M: knots. 


This groat speed was accomp]ighe_d 


under circumstances that were eminent- 
ly satisfactory, both to the representa- 
tives of th^ Cramps and the naval officers 
on board. The engines worked bea,utl- 
fully. Thi: highest number of revolu- 
tions was 135 a minute, but the average 
was less than 130. This average can be 
exceeded by at least five revolutions a 
minute. 


SMITH'S SUCCESSOR. 


Ex-Governor Francis of Missouri Will Be 


B'Cabinet Officer. 


Buzzard's Bay, Mass., Aug. 25.—Presi- 


dent Cleveland announced last night that 
David R. Francis, ex-governor of Mis- 
souri, had been appointed secretary ol. 
tho interior, vice Hoke Smith, resigned. 
Ke will assume the"duties of his office 
Sept. 1. 


Ex-Governor D. R. Francis was born 


at 
Richmond, Ky., Oct. 1. 1850. His 


education was received In. Washington 
university, St. Louis, his family having 
moved to that city. In 1670 he graduated, 
receiving the degree of B. A. His first 
employment was with a grain commis- 
sion house, continuing until 1877, when 
he began business for himself. In 1864 
the D. R. Francis & Bro. commission 
house -was established, a result-of the 
growth of his farm. That same year he 
became president of trie Merchants' Ex- 
change. His Rrst political position was 
that of a delegate to the national Dem- 
ocratic convention of 1884. In April, 18S5, 
he was elected mayor of St. Louis, hav- 
ing been nominated as a dark, horse on 
the 185th ballot. In 1SS8 Mr. Francis was 
elected governor of Missouri. At the ex- 
piration 01' his term, In 1892, he resumed 
the management of his old f.rm, but 
which had been kept up by the mem- 
bers of the house. His' connection with 
politics since 1892 has been that of a 
sllmple citizen. He has always been a 
consistent Democrat. Mrs. Francis is a 
leader In St. Louis society. They have 
four children.

The marginal oost would be on the con- 
trary increased with the output, so Ibat 
all tendency from this source to lower 
tho gold price of silver would be nega- 
tived. .The very prolific silver mines 
now are very few. 


"6. Quite the reverse. Af ter a pos- 


'siole first nhook onr credit would im- 
prove after free coinage. 
It is onr pres- 


ent course which must speedily lower 
our credit. How long conld a man or a 
firm continue to have credit who bor- 
rowed each year to pay a large poitiou 
of his running expenses? Yet on a gold 
basis this course is inevitable, and that 
is nt this moment tbo reason why for- 
eign lenders are shy of our securities. 
There must be a change if wo would 
avoid bankruptcy. 
With free coinage 


every industry would look up, and even 
.if we lost onr hold our prosperity would 
invito'in English capital, just as Ja- 
pan's prosperily now causes it to rush 
there. ^Nover since slavery days has the 
press in the parts of the country familiar 
to me displayed such disregard for truth 
and such stubborn obtuseucss to the 
most obvious considerations as it does 
at present on the silver question. This 
means that the money power seated in 
London, but with representatives in 
New York, Philadelphia aud Chicago, 
is determined to continue the apprecia- 
tion of gold end is determined therefore 
that the facts shall not bo known. Tho 
bankers and the picss are almost entire- 
ly tinder its influence. I think the mon- 
ey question at the present tirno the 
greatest question of civilization.

It ifi unfortunate for the opponents of 


independent free coinngu that all of our 
presidents since the silver agitation be- 
gun have been gold monomotallists in 
tho disguise .of .i international bimetal- 
lism. If the.dealings of' the executive 
branch of the government with the ma- 
jority of-the people for 20 years had not 
borne the aspect of a prolonged confi- 
dence game, wo probably never shoaid 
have had to force tho present crisis. 


President Cleveland has been by far 


the worst oJfcuder. His entire adminis- 
tration has been devoted to discrediting 
the international bimetallism in which 
he has professed . to believe. 
When he 


took office, he found the Brussels con- 
ference hopefully awaiting his summons 
to reconvene. He refused to givo the 
word and allowed that dignified gather- 
ing to fade out of existence in a humil- 
iating way, that gave monomctal lists an 
opportunity for much glouting enjoy- 
ment. Later silver became so strong in 
Germany as to force the reichstag to 
vote in favor of another conference. 
Mr. Cleveland gavo this advance an icy 
reception. Congress provided for accept- 
ing the German invitation, if one should 
be received, and tho president's inti- 
mates esnltingly showed how tho tech- 
nical wording of the resolution would 
allow it to bs evaded, how the dele- 
gates appointed by congress could be 
•deprived of their credentials and the 
United States could remain unrepre- 
sented. 


If Mr. Cleveland had really desired 


to carry out his professions of regard for 
international 
bimetallism, he would 


have exerted the diplomatic activity of 
his administration in that direction in- 
stead of against it. He would have in- 
structed every re'presentncive he sen! 
abroad to sound the government to 
which he was accredited and seo how 
far it wouid be willing to co-operate 
with us. The Indian mints were closed 
three months 'After he took office. 
That 


could have been'- prevented. 
The fear 


that the United States would abandon 
its support to silver was the chief cause 
of the abolition of free coinage in India... 
Germany would willingly have entered 
into an engagement not to sell her re- 
maining stock of old silver coins. Each 
country could have been led to pledge 
some assistance toward the restoration 
of the old bimetallic par, even if it did 
not go to tho length of free coinage, and 
in the end the situation would have 
Leon found BO effectively guarded at all 
points that the United States could hnvo 
opened its mints without frightening 
any but persons of abnormal nervea 


President Cleveland has missed his 


chance. He has lost the opportunity to 
secure enduring popularity for himself, 
unity for his party, harmony among 
sections for his country, prosperity for 
ite people and the' settlement; of the 
financial question by amicable agree- 
ment instead of by a tug of war. 
He 


has bequeathed a hard and disagreeable 
tnsk to bis successor, but he has made 
evident that the country needs a presi- 
dent whose wishes are in harmony with 
its own. The American people have been 
very patient, but after 20 years of broken 
promises they demand a change.—New 
Jforlc Jonrnnli.

Cooler weather has prevailed In Ne'iV' 


Elngland for'the week ending' Aug. 24, 
with slight frosts in lowlands .reported 
from northern Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts 
and southern Rhode 


Island. No damage resulted. Thunder 
and hail storms prevailed In northern 
sections on the 18th and 19th, but little 
dama.ge was done, except In Addlsbn 
county, Vt. Over a strip, about one mile 
In width In that county, apples and 
grapes were badly bruised, and vegeta- 
bles riddled. Over one Inch of rain fell 
at Burlington, Vt, and la southwestern 
Connecticut, but generally the fall was 
about one-hajf Inch. In most sections 
this was suillclent forsurface needs, and 
all crops are growing well, but there has 
been a lack of contlnuous'soaklng rains, 
and the aubsoll and the water reservoirs 
need filling up. The cool weather hai 
checked mildew, rust and blight 


rvlalue. 


The very rapid growth of crops has 


.been chucked a little in Maine :by the 
cooler weather of the past week, but 
there Is no cause for complaint as every- 
thing Is doing well. Pastures are excel- 
lent, and the second grass crop Is heavier 
than usual.

It is alleged, is for the purpose of heai- 
Ing differences and preventing a breach 
between the followers of Aldridge and 
Fish, but If that Is the aim It would be 
hardly successful, for already there Is 
friction over who shall be Mr. Platt's 
running mate. Mark Hanna, it IB said, 
has spoken very favorably of the nom- 
ination of Mr. Platt. With Mr. Platt out 
of the race, there'Is little doubt but that 
the ticket will be Aldrldge and Wood- 
ruff. 


•As to whether Mr, Platt has changed 


his attitude from refusal to considera- 
tion of acceptance, he said himself last 
night: "I have not receded from my posi- 
tion of Sunday night. 
The pressure 


brought to bear on me has be«n very 
great, and I simply said that I will not 
give final decision of the entire question 
until tomorrow."

Brooklyn Exceeded Contract Require- 


ments Iii a Preliminary Spin. 


Boston, Auff. 25.—The cruiser Brook- 


lyn -was given arprellmlnary trial under 
forced draught over the official course, 
between1 Cape' Ann and Cane Porpoise, 
yesterday. The a-vcrage speed for tho 
round trip of S3 knots was 20,9.7 knots an 
hour, a very satisfactory performance, 
all thing-considered. The contract calls 
| for a epeed of 20 knots an hour, in a run 


of four consecutive hours. 
For each 


quarter knot above this, a speed pre- 
mium of 550,000 Is allowed the builders.. 
It is believed that on the official trial a 
speed of 21 Mi knots -wUl'be recorded, In 
which event the ship will earn for the 
Cramps the handsome bonus of {300,000. 


THE CRDISEn EKOOKLT^. 


Yesterday's conditions of wind and sea 


were absolutely perfect for the trial. 
'There was only a slight breeze blowing, 
and the water was smooth. On the trip 
up the courso, with tide against the ship, 
the distance of 41^. knots was accom- 
plished at the rate of 20.66 knots an hour, 
exactly the speed of the cruiser New 
York, on her preliminary trial over the 
same course., four years ago. "Without 
slacking spi>ed, the Brooklyn made a 
•wide turn and started back on the sec- 
ond leg of the race. On this trip the 
engineers were able to get more speed 
our of her, the average being 21.28 knots 
an tour. This brought the mean aver- 
age for. the round trip up to 20.97 knots 
an hour, or a trifle less than.21 knots an 


i hour. 
! 
The'course Is divided into six stretches, 


averaging nearly seven knots each. In 
length. Can buoys are used for markers, 
and between two of those 'at the upper 
end of the course, on the down trip, the 
ship was speeded up to an average of 22 
knots for a dlstance-of seven knots. For 
about two miles the the average WQS 
22^ knots. 


This great speed was accomplished 


under circumstances that were eminent- 
ly satisfactory, both to the representa- 
tives of the Cramps and the naval officers 
on board. The engines worked beauti- 
fully. The highest .-number of revolu- 
tions was 135 a minute, but the average 
was less than 130. This1 average carf be 
exceeded by at least flve revolutions a 
mlnurt.

That same year he 
became president of tHe Merchants' Ex- 
change. His. flrst. political, position was 
that of a delegate to the-natibnal Dem- 
ocratic convention of 1684. In April, IS85, 
he was elected mayor of St.- Louis, hav- 
ing been nominated as a dark horse on 
the 135th ballot. In 1SS8 Mr. Francis was 
elected governor of Missouri. At the ex- 
piration of his term, In 1S92, he resumed 
the management of his old firm, but 
which had been kept up by the mem- 
bers of "the'house.;, His connection with 
politics since lS92':has been that of a 
sllmple citizen.
